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ADVISORY ACTION 

1. Applicant's arguments filed July 17, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. The Applicant argued that Labbe fails to disclose that the measurement system that is 
capable of providing position and pressure of the ram at all position. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Labbe discloses that the press is automatically controlled by simultaneously 
controlling the positions of movable platens and the forces exerted on these plates (col. 1, lines 
32-37), and that the forces is detected during the pressing or during the distancing of the plates, 
(col. 2, lines 2-12). Further, Labbe also indicates that the momentary positions of the press 
platens are monitored by opto-electronic means (col. 2, lines 63-col. 3, line 51). These 
limitations indicate that Labbe is capable of monitoring the positions and the pressure of the 
press at all positions of the rams, or pressing platens. 

3. In regard to claims 1-17 and 33-39, the current invention described that the molding 
machine includes a plurality of adapters, that connects to two independent heating media, such as 
steam, electric heaters, water, oil, air or the like (specification, page 7, lines 7-11). Simonds 
discloses a golf ball molding platen comprises separated heating system including the first 
channels contain a heater element and the second channels contain isobars (col. 2, lines 23-27) in 
order to improve heating of the golf balls across the molding plates during the molding process. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
applicant's invention was made to modify Reid's golf ball apparatus by providing addition 
heating series as taught by Simonds in order to improve the heat distribution across the mold 
platen. 
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4. The third and fourth series of heating channels on the other mold platen are similar to 
those first and second series of heating channels on the first mold platen. Therefore, this shifting 
position of the heating channels or the duplication of heating channels would only be obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the molding art.
